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I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  Michaelsen  and  Dr.  R.  Hartmeyer  for 
the  opportunity  of  examining  the  very  interesting  collection  of  Blattidae 
formed  on  the  Hambourg  expedition  to  S.  W.  Australia.  All  the  specimens 
are  preserved  in  alcohol,  so  that  study  of  structural  details  is  rendered 
more  easy  than  is  usually  the  case  with  dried  specimens.  The  collection 
illustrates  admirably  the  fact  that  Australia  is  the  head-quarters  of  the 
apterous  cockroaches  belonging  to  the  Polysosterin-group  of  the  subfamily 
Blattinne,  no  fewer  than  27  species  out  of  a  total  of  41  being  of  this 
section.  There  are  only  very  few  and  scattered  species  of  the  Polyzosteria- 
group  in  extra-Australian  regions,  if  we  exclude  the  neotropical  genera 
Eurycotis  and  PelmatosUpha,  which,  though  presenting  one  constaut  difference 
from  Polyzosteria  and  its  allies  in  the  greater  distance  apart  of  the  eyes,  are 
nevertheless  very  closely  allied  to  the  Australian  genera.  Australia  presents 
so  many  evidences  of  the  great  antiquity  of  its  fauna  that  I  should  like 
to  be  able  to  assert  with  conlideuce  that  the  Polyzosteriae  constitute  a  very 
ancient  group  of  cockroaches,  but  this  I  cannot  conscientiously  do.  The 
geological  evidence  is  directly  opposed  to  the  view  that  apterous  Blattidae 
are  more  primitive  than  winged  forms  and  the  method  of  depositing  the 
eggs  in  a  chitiuous  capsule  as  do  all  the  Blattinae  cannot  be  regarded  as 
other  than  a  highly  specialised  habit;  we  can  only  say  that  it  is  probably 
a  more  primitive  habit  than  is  viviparity  in  thisgroup  of  Orthoptera.  It 
is  quite  likely  that  the  climatic  conditions  of  Australia  are  in  part  responsible 
for  the  large  proportion  of  apterous  species  of  Blattidae  in  that  continent ; 
without  being  able  to  explain  the  reason  it  is  nevertheless  the  fact  that  in 
desert  regions  or  in  regions  where  droughts  are  of  long  duration  apterous 
species  of  Blattidae  are  more  numerous  than  winged  species,  w^hilst  in  the 
moist  jungles  of  West  Africa  and  the  Malay  Archipelago  the  converse  is 
true.  The  collection  of  Drs.  Michaelsen  and  Hartmeyer  illustrates  this 
fact  also,  for  of  the  11  species  not  belonging  to  the  apterous  Pol y zoster ia- 
group,  only  6  possess  wings  capable  of  tiight,  and  of  these  6  species  2  are 
importations  from  extra-Australian  areas  and  1  is  winged  in  the  male  sex 
only.  11  of  the  species  in  the  collection  I  regard  as  new  to  science.  A 
few  species  are  represented  by  immature  forms  only  and  these  I  have  only 
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occasionally  been  able  to  determine ;  the  indeterminable  species  are  not 
included  in  the  foregoing  analysis  but  as  some  of  the  larvae  belong  to 
apterous  species  and  some  to  winged  species  the  general  conclusions  are 
not  atfected.     Several  of  the  species  are  represented  by  good  series.

Head  testaceous,  a  band  between  the  eyes,  6  spots  on  the  face, 
and  the  labrum  castaneous.  Antennae  longer  than  the  body,  testaceous 
in  basal  half,  remainder  fuscous.  Pronotum  trapezoidal,  anteriorly  not 
covering  vertex  of  head,  i)osteriorly  truncate,  disc  castaneous  with  some 
testaceous  maculae  symmetrically  arranged,  bordered  anteriorly  and  laterally 
with  hyaline,  the  inner  margin  of  the  lateral  border  sinuate.  Scutellum 
exposed,  testaceous  with  two  castaneous  stripes.  Tegmina  lanceolate  not 
extending   beyond  the   7tii  abdominal  tergite,   rufo-castaneous,   mediastinal 
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area  hyaline,  a  piceous  hiuiieral  stripe;  12  costals,  5  longitudinal  discoidal 
sectors,  posterior  ulnar  a  branch  of  the  anterior  ulnar,  anal  vein  not  clearly 
marked,  its  apex  reaching  a  point  at  one-half  of  the  total  length  of  the 
tegmen.  Wiugs  minute,  beut  across  the  metanotuni,  so  that  their  under- 
surface  is  uppermost,  their  apices  overlapping,  the  posterior  part  not 
doubled  under  the  anterior  part;  3  irregulär  costals,  median  vein  bifurcate 
at  apex,  ulnar  vein  obsolescent,  4  axillary  veins,  the  first  bifurcate.  Abdomen 
above  testaceous  at  base,  remainder  rufo-castaneous,  laterally  margined  with 
testaceous;  posterior  angles  of  9th  tergite  strongly  produced  backwards; 
supra-anal  lamina  transverse,  posterior  niargin  concave,  posteriorly  produced 
to  form  a  flattened  narrow  process  terniinating  in  two  diverging  spines. 
Abdomen  beneath  rufous  broadly  bordered  with  testaceous,  a  few  brown 
maculae  in  the  testaceous  border;  subgenital  lamina  slightly  asymmetrical, 
two  styles.  Cerci  moderate,  acuminate,  11-jointed,  testaceous  above,  banded 
with  fuscous  beneath.  Legs  testaceous,  anterior  coxae  spotted  with  fuscous. 
Front  femora  on  anterior  margin  beneath  with  a  complete  row  of  spines, 
the  more  distal  shorter  than  the  proximal,  2  spines  on  posterior  margin 
beneath.  Mid-  and  hind-femora  strongly  armed  with  6 — 7  spines  on  anterior 
margin,  4—5  on  posterior  margin  beneath. 

$.  As  above  but  the  testaceous  maculae  on  disc  of  pronotum  fused. 
Abdomen  shorter  and  broader,  piceous  above  and  beneath  (except  at  base) 
laterally  margined  with  testaceous.  Supra-anal  lamina  triangulär,  piceous 
with  a  testaceous  spot  at  apex.  Subgenital  lamina  semi-orbicular,  ample. 
All  the  coxae  spotted  with  fuscous.

In  the  larva  the  thoracic  tergites  are  testaceous 
with  a  few  castaueous  spots  and  broad  lateral  castaneous  bands  outwardly 
margined  with  hyaline.

Tegmina  quadrate,  not  extending  beyond  the  l^t  abdominal 
tergite,  sutural  margins  overlapping,  outer.  angles  rounded;  3  costals, 
1  discoidal  sector,  anal  vein  not  impressed,  2  axillaries,  all  the  veins 
indistinct,  their  course  marked  by  castaneous  dots  situated  serially  on 
either  side  of  every  vein.  Wings  absent.  Meso-  and  metanotum  with  a 
few  castaneous  dots  symmetrically  arranged.  Abdomen  rufo-testaceous ; 
supra-anal  lamina  (ö)  shortly  trigonal,  (?)  triangulär,  apex  notched;  sub- 
genital lamina  (J)  triangulär,  cucullate,  considerably  exceeding  the  supra- 
anal lamina,  apex  deeply  cleft,  styles  triangulär,  springing  from  the  inner 
margins  of  the  cleft  in  the  lamina,  (?)  semi-orbicular,  ample.  Margins  of 
abdomen  of  $  beneath  rufo-castaneous.  Cerci  moderate,  8-jointed.  Legs 
moderately  strongly  spined ;  front  femora  with  a  row  of  piliform  setae  on 
the  anterior  margin  beneath;  mid-  and  hind-femora  with  4—5  spines  on 
both  margins  beneath. 

Total  length  (S)  7  mm.,  (?)7..5  mm. ;  length  of  tegmina  3  mm. ;  pronotum 
2.5  mm.  X  3.2  mm. 

The  ootheca  is  chitinous  and  carried  with  the  suture  uppermost.

Remarks.  1  S  and  1  ?  from  the  first  of  the  above  localities  were  found 
in  the  nest  of  a  spider  of  the  genus  Phryganoporus;  this  symbiotic  associ- 
ation  is  very  remarkable ;  these  specimens  are  more  heavily  marked  than 
the  rest.  The  systematic  position  of  this  species  is  a  little  doubtful,  for 
it  presents  great  similarity  to  some  species  of  Hololampra  (Edobiinae)  ; 
the  diiferences  separating  the  two  subfamilies  Ectohiinae  and  Phyllodromiinae 
are  very  slight  and  elusive  but  for  the  present  at  any  rate  I  think  that 
Hololampra  should  be  limite(^  to  those  small  species  of  BlaUidae  with 
reduced  tegmina,  with  the  supra-anal  lamina  transverse  in  both  sexes  and 
with  the  mid-  and  hind-femora  very  sparsely  armed  0-  The  species 
T.  ectobioides  mihi  and  T.  affinis  mihi  from  E.  Africa  present  many  features 
of  resemblance  to  this  Australian  species.

Remarks.  It  is  possible  that  this  example  is  not  quite  mature,  but 
even  if  this  is  the  case  the  species  is  highly  remarkable  for  the  structure  of 
the  terminal  sternites ;  the  backward  process  of  the  central  part  of  the  6th 
sternite  seems  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  the  complete  apposition  of  the 
genital  valves.  A  second  specimen  in  the  Oxford  Museum  I  refer  to  this 
species  with  some  doubt,  for  though  the  structure  of  the  apex  of  the  abdomen 
is  the  same  as  in  the  type  example,  the  legs  are  rufo-castaneous  and  the 
cerci  are  shorter  than  the  supra-anal  lamina.  The  arrangement  of  the 
terminal  abdominal  sternites  in  a  typical  Blattine  nymph  is  shown  in 
Plate  XIII,  Fig.  13,  and  a  comparison  of  this  with  Fig.  11  will  show  at 
a  glance  the  peculiarity  of  P.  curiosa  in  this  respect.

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The  species  can  be  distinguished  from  P.  scnhriuscula  Tepp,  by  the 
absence  of  scabrous  points,  by  the  non-emarginate  S  supra-anal  lamina, 
and  by  the  form  of  the  subgenital  lamina:  from  P.  obscura  (Tepp.)  it 
can  be  distinguished  by  the  last  two  characters  mentioned  and  by  the 
castaneous  legs,  whilst  P.  morosa  n.  sp.  diifers  in  having  a  spinous  d 
supra-anal  lamina.

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Die  pelagischen  Tuiiicateu  der  Hamburger  südwest-australischen  For- 
schungsreise J905,  die  den  Gegenstand  der  vorliegenden  Arbeit  bilden, 
gehören  der  überwiegenden  Masse  nach  der  Klasse  der  Appendicularien 
(Copelata)  an.  Außerdem  ist  nur  eine  DoUolum-Art  in  der  Sammlung  ver- 
treten.    Salpen  und  Pyrosomen  wurden  nicht  erbeutet. 

Das  Appendicularien-Material  stammte  aus  der  Sharks  Bay  und  von 
der  Küste  des  Fremantle-Bezirkes.  Wie  Michaelsen  (Die  Tierwelt  Süd- 
west-Australiens und  ihre  geographischen  Beziehungen,  Mitt.  Geogr.  Ges. 
Hamburg,  Bd.  XXII,  p.  25—34,  1907)  gezeigt  hat,  weisen  die  beiden  Ge- 
biete, wahrscheinlich  infolge  des  Verlaufes  der  Meeresströmungen  an  der 
Westküste  Australiens,  tiergeographisch  einen  sehr  verschiedenen  Charakter 
auf.  Denn  während  die  Sharks  Bay  noch  fast  tropische  Formen  beher- 
bergt, schwinden  diese  nach  Süden  hin  rapide,  und  im  Fremantle-Bezirk 
begegnen  wir  einer  Tierwelt,  wie  sie  die  gemäßigte  Zone  der  südlichen 
Hemisphäre  kennzeichnet.  Eine  Ausnahme  von  dieser  Regel  machen  nur 
die  der  Küste  vorgelagerten  Houtmans  Abrolhos,  die,  wie  die  weit  nörd- 
licher gelegene  Sharks  Bay,  noch  eine  wesentlich  tropische  Fauna  besitzen. 
Der  südliche  Teil  der  westaustralischen  Küste  steht  nun,  wie  Michaelsen 
bemerkt,  „ganz  unter  dem  Einfluß  der  kalten  Südwest-Strömung,  die,  sich 
von  der  subantarktischen  Westwdndtrift  abzweigend,  an  dieser  Küste  ent- 
lang streicht.  Der  nördliche  Teil  der  w'estaustralischen  Küste  wird  dagegen 
von  einer  warmen  Meeresströmung  bestrichen,  die,  von  der  Nordküste 
Australiens  herkommend,  um  die  nordwestliche  Ecke  des  Kontinents  herum 
und  dann  südwärts  weitergeht"  (1.  c.  p.  32).  Verstärkt  wird  der  Einfluß 
der  kalten  Strömung  vielleicht  noch  durch  aufsteigendes  Tiefenwasser  (p.  33). 
Es  war  daher  zu  untersuchen,  ob  die  Appendicularien,  die  als  Plaukton- 
organismen  erheblich  stärker  von  den  Strömungen  abhängig  sind  als  die 
Bodentiere,  die  verschiedene  Herkunft  des  die  Küste  im  Süden  und  im 
Norden  streichenden  Wassers  erkennen  lassen  würden,  ob  also  im  Fre- 
mantle-Bezirk Arten  der  Westwindtrift,  in  der  Sharks  Bay  solche  der  tro- 
pischen Meere  sich  finden  würden. 

Es  lag  mir  Material  aus  9  Fängen  vor,  von  denen  G  auf  die  Sharks 
Bay,  3  auf  Fremantle  kamen  und  das  aus  nahezu  800  Individuen  bestand. 
Die  Fänge   waren   alle   auf  flachem  Wassei',    in   unmittelbarer  Küstennähe 
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ausgeführt  und  durch  Horizontalfischerei  an  der  Meeresoberfläche  gewonnen. 
Sie  können  daher  nur  ein  lückenhaftes  Bild  ergeben;  Vertikal-  oder 
Diagonalfischerei,  bei  der  die  ganze  Wassersäule  vom  Grunde  an  bis  zur 
Oberfläche  abgefischt  wird,  gibt  stets  bessere  Resultate,  da  meist  gerade 
die  oberflächlichen  Wasserschichten  arten-  und  individuenarm  zu  sein  pflegen. 
Die  meisten  Fänge  zeigen  ferner  durchaus  den  Einfluß  des  flachen  Küsten- 
wassers, indem  in  ihnen  ausschließlich  oder  doch  dominierend  Oikophura 
dioica  vorkam.  Nur  3  Fänge  aus  der  Sharks  Bay  machten  eine  Ausnahme, 
indem  in  ihnen  noch  4  andere  Arten  (Oikopleura  longicauda,  fusiformis, 
riifescens  und  cophocerca)  auftraten.  Alle  diese  Arten  gehören  der 
Warmwass  erfauna  des  Weltmeeres  an  und  sind  in  allen 
3  Ozeanen  allgemein  verbreitet;  während  jedoch  Oih.  longicauda, 
rufescens,  fusiformis  und  cophocerca  im  allgemeinen  auf  hoher  See  häufiger 
sind  als  in  dem  flachen  Küstenwasser  und  wenig  über  die  Grenzen  des 
eigentlichen  Warmwassergebietes  nach  Norden  und  Süden  vordringen,  ist 
Oikopleura  dioica  umgekehrt  gerade  an  der  Küste  am  häufigsten,  auf  der 
Hochsee  spärlich  und  dringt  weit  in  die  Mischgebiete  warmer  und  kalter 
Strömungen  vor^).  So  kommt  sie  regelmäßig  in  der  westlichen  Ostsee 
vor  und  wurde  selbst  noch  im  Finnischen  Meerbusen  beobachtet.  Sie  ist 
eine  außerordentlich  eurytherme  und  zugleich  euryhaline  Art,  die  noch 
einen  Salzgehalt  unter  1  Pioz.  verträgt. 

Die  3  Fänge  aus  der  Sharks  Bay,  in  denen  außer  Oikopleura  dioica 
auch  noch  andere  Oikopleura- Kri^n  auftraten,  lagen  in  der  Nähe  der  South- 
Passage,  durch  welche,  wie  mir  Michaelsen  mitteilt,  ein  starker  Flutstrom 
aus  der  offenen  See  hereinkommt.  Ordnet  man  die  Fänge  in  der  Sharks 
Bay  nach  ihrer  Entfernung  von  dieser  Passage,  so  tritt  mit  großer  Deut- 
lichkeit ihr  Einfluß  auf  die  Zusammensetzung  der  Appendicularien-Fauna 
hervor :

Mit  der  Annäherung  an   die  Passage   nimmt   die  Zahl   der  Arten  zu, 
und    während    Oikopleura   dioica   abnimmt,    gewinnen   die   anderen   Arten, 
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insbesondere    Oihopleura    longicauda    und   fusiformis    an    Bedeutung.     Am 
spätesten  tritt  Oikopleura  cophocerca  auf. 

In  der  Sharks  Bay  wie  im  Fremantle-Bezirk  enthielt  der  Darm 
der  Oikopleuren  (Oikopleura  longicauda  und  dioica)  im  wesentlichen 
kleine  Gymnodinien  von  10—18  (.i  Durchmesser,  die  sehr  häufig  waren; 
daneben  kamen  vereinzelt  kleine  Naviculaceen  (18  (.i)  und  in  der  Sharks 
Bay  auf  Station  24,  unmittelbar  vor  der  Passage,  auch  Coccolithophoriden 
(Pontosphaera,  6  /<  Durchmesser)  vor. 

In  Station  28  (Sharks  Bay)  und  54  (Fremantle-Bezirk,  Warnbro  Sound) 
waren  die  Individuen  von  Oikopleura  dioica  von  dem  parasitischen 
Gymnodinium  pulvisculus  FovcB..  befallen^),  das  auch  an  anderen 
Appendicularien  und  selbst  an  Siphonophoren  schmarotzt  und  neuerdings 
von  Kellner  irrtümlich  als  knospenartiger  Fortpflanzungskörper  von  Oiko- 
pleura beschrieben  worden  ist  ^).  In  der  Sharks  Bay  waren  auf  Station  28 
fast  Vs  aller  Individuen  dieser  Art  davon  befallen,  und  manche  hatten  3, 
einige  selbst  5  Parasiten  an  Rumpf  und  Schwanz.  In  Station  54  waren 
sie  viel  seltener  (nur  an  2  Proz.  der  Individuen),  und  an  den  übrigen 
Fangorten  fehlten  sie  vollständig. 

Arten,  die  für  die  kalte  Westwindtrift  charakteristisch  sind=^),  wie 
Fritillaria  horealis  typ.  oder  Oikopleura  gaussi  und  valdiviae,  wurden  nirgends 
gefunden.  Da  Fritillaria  horealis,  obwohl  sie  auch  auf  der  Hochsee  in 
großer  Zahl  vorkommt,  gegen  starke  Temperatur-  und  Salzgehaltschwan- 
kungen ebensowenig  empfindlich  wie  Oikopleura  dioica  ist  und  bis  in  das 
Brackwasser  der  flachen  Küstengebiete  vordringt,  ist  das  Fehlen  dieser  Art 
in  den  Fängen  aus  dem  Fremantle-Bezirk  immerhin  bemerkenswert.  Es 
könnte  hier  die  Jahreszeit  von  Bedeutung  sein,  da  sie  als  Kaltwasserform 
in  den  Mischgebieten  den  Winter  bevorzugen  wird,  während  Oikopleura 
dioica  dort  umgekehrt  die  warme  Jahreszeit  bevorzugt.  So  tritt  auch  in 
der  Ostsee  die  erstere  Art  während  der  kältesten,  die  letztere  während 
der  warmen  Jahreszeit  auf.  Da  aber  die  Fänge  in  dem  Fremantle-Bezirk 
im  September,  also  im  Frühjahr,  gemacht  wurden,  ist  ein  solcher  Einfluß 
ebenfalls  sehr  unwahrscheinlich.  Das  Wahrscheinlichste  ist  also 
offenbar,  daß  in  der  Tat  im  Fremantle-Bezirk  noch  keine 
Kaltwasser  formen  unter  den  Appendicularien  auftreten.

Neben  den  Oikoplenren  wurden  nur  2  Fritillarien  gefunden,  und  zwar 
beide  im  Fremantle-Bezirk;  das  eine  Exemplar  von  Station  54,  W  ambro 
Sound,  war  unbestimmbar  (Rumpf  450  ,«  lang;  Darm  hinter  dem  Magen 
gelegen;  Scliwanzmuskulatur  breit,  sehr  kräftig;  Schwanzflosse  zerstört; 
Keimhölile  leer;  Endostyl  und  Kiemenöffnungen  nicht  erkennbar),  das 
andere  aber  gehörte  einer  neuen  Art  an.  Ich  nenne  dieselbe  nach  dem 
Schiffsführer  der  Expedition  im  Fremantle-Bezirk:

Das  auffälligste  Kennzeichen  dieser  sehr  zierlichen  Art  ist,  daß  die 
großen,  rundlichen  Kiemenöffnungen  einander  median  berühren; 
so  daß  ihre  Ränder  hier  in  einer  geraden  Linie  zusammen- 
stoßen. Es  ist  bisher  keine  andere  Appendicularie  bekannt,  bei  der  das 
gleiche  der  Fall  wäre.  Meist  ist  sogar  dei-  Abstand  beider  Öffnungen  ein 
recht  erheblicher,  da  dieselben  gewöhnlich  ganz  an  die  Seite  des  Rumpfes 
heranrücken.  Nur  bei  der  Gattung  Appendicularia  rücken  die  Öffnungen 
median  dicht  zusammen ;  doch  bleibt  immer  noch  ein  nennenswerter  Ab- 
stand zwischen  ihnen  bestehen.  Während  aber  bei  dieser  Gattung  das 
Übergreifen  des  Oikoplastenepithels  auf  die  Ventralseite  des  Vorderrumpfes 
die  Verlegung  der  runden  und  keineswegs  besonders  großen  Kiemen- 
öffnungen nach  der  Medianlinie  zu  verständlich  macht,  ist  hier  die  Oiko- 
plastenzone  wie  bei  allen  anderen  Fritillarien  gebildet  und  schränkt  das 
nicht-drüsige  Epithel  der  Bauchffäche  nirgends  ein.  Vielmehr  handelt  es 
sich  bei  unserer  neuen  Art  lediglich  um  eine  Vergrößerung  der 
Kiemen  öffnun  gen ,  die  nicht  durch  eine  Ausdehnung  des 
Längendurchmessers  allein,  sondern  durch  eine  allseitige 
Ausdehnung  erreicht  wurde.  Funktionell  würden  sie  also  dasselbe 
leisten,  wie  die  langgestreckten,  schmalen  Kiemenöffnuugen  von  Fritillaria 
fraudax  oder  magna,  nur  ist  hier  die  Weite  der  Öffnungen  nicht  so  auf- 
fällig. Man  braucht  indessen  nur  die  Bauchffächen  des  Vorderrumpfes  von 
Fritillaria  formica,  venusta,  borealis  u.  a.  zu  vergleichen,  um  sofort  die 
starke  Vergrößerung  der  Öffnungen  zu  erkennen. 

Eine  zweite  Eigentümlichkeit  besteht  in  der  Einfachheit  der  Mund- 
bildung, die  aller  lappigen  Anhänge  entbehrt.  Ahnliches  findet  sich  bei 
Fritillaria  gracilis,  mit  der  sie  auch  in  der  Kleinheit  ihres  Rumpfes  über- 
einstimmt. 

Im  übrigen  schließt  sie  sich  am  meisten  Fritillaria  haplostoma  an: 
das  Endostyl  ist  kurz,  breit  und  dick,  aus  wenigen  großen  Zellen  gebildet; 
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der  Magen  liegt  vor  dem  Darm,  und  der  Pylorus  trägt  2  große,  stark  vor- 
springende, kugelige  Anhänge ;  der  Schwanz  ist  lang  und  läuft  in  eine 
einfache  Spitze  aus. 

Allerdings    weicht    sie    in    anderen    Punkten    wieder    erheblich    von 

Fritillaria  haplostoma  ab ; 
so  ist  die  Schwanzmus- 
kulatur erheblich  breiter  als 
die  Chorda,  und  die  Keim- 
drüsen sind  zu  einer  kegel- 
förmigen Masse  eng  ver- 
packt. Am  hinteren  Ende 
trug  der  Rumpf  im  Leben 
wahrscheinlich  2  kleine  fin- 
gerförmige Anhänge,  wie 
Fritillaria  horealis. 

Eine  Kapuze  über  dem 
Oikoplastenepithel  der  Dor- 
salfläche ließ  sich  an  dem 
einen  Exemplare  nicht  nach- 
weisen, was  aber  mit  dem 
Erhaltungszustande  zusam- 
menhängen mag.  Weder 
Pharyngealdrüsen  noch  Drü- 
senzellen im  Schwanz  sind 
vorhanden. 

Obwohl  Ovar  und  Hoden 
etwa  %  der  Rumpf  länge  ein- 
nehmen, maß  das  Tier  nur 
250  (X  vom  Mund  bis  zum 
Hinderende.  Es  gehört  da- 
nach zu  den  kleinsten  Ap- 
pendicularien ,  die  wir  bis 
jetzt  kennen. 

Sehr  bemerkenswert  ist 
der  Fundort  von  Fritillaria  Ahjornseni,  da  sie  nicht  im  Meere,  sondern  in 
dem  unteren  Laufe  des  Swan-River  gefunden  wurde.  Allerdings  ist,  wie 
mir  Herr  Prof.  Michaelsen  freundlichst  mitteilt,  das  Wasser  au  der  Fang- 
station noch  fast  reines  Salzwasser,  da  die  Flut  das  Meerwasser  noch 
meilenweit  über  dieselbe  den  wasserarmen  Swan-River  hinauftreibt  (bis  über 
Guildford)  und  zur  Ebbezeit  das  meiste  Wasser  aus  den  seeartig  erweiterten 
Teilen  des  Unterlaufes  herausströmt.    Zusammen  mit  dei-  Fritillaria  fanden 


Fritillaria  Ahjornseni  n.  sp.  a.  ganzes  Tier  von  rechts, 
b.  Vorderrumpf  von  der  Bauchfläche,  c.  Stück  des 
Schwanzes,  um  die  Breite  der  Muskulatur  zu  zeigen. 
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sich  in  dem  Plankton  dieser  Station  noch  4  Individuen  von  Oikopleura  dioica, 
der  Charakterform  des  flachen  Küstenwassers  im  ganzen  Warmwassergebiete 
und  den  Mischgebieten  polaren  und  tropischen  Wassers. 

Da  Fritillaria  Äbjornseni  an  der  auffälligen  Bildung  der  Kiemen- 
öffnungen sehr  leicht  erkennbar  ist,  erscheint  es  merkwürdig,  daß  sie  bisher 
nirgends  sonst  beobachtet  ist;  denn  soviel  bekannt,  sind  alle  Appendicu- 
larien-Arten  über  sehr  weite  Meeresgebiete  verbreitet  und  innerhalb  des 
arktischen ,  antarktischen  und  Warmwassergebietes  meist  kosmopolitisch. 
Vielleicht  ist  aber  nur  ihre  Kleinheit  und  eine  geringe  Volksstärke  daran 
schuld. 

Thaliacea. 

Von  Thaliaceen  sind  auf  der  Hamburger  südwest-australischen  For- 
schungsreise nur  3  Individuen  einer  Doliolum-Art  gefangen  worden.  Herr 
Professor  Dr.  A.  Borgert  (Bonn)  hatte  die  Freundlichkeit,  dieselben  zu 
bestimmen  und  zwar  als :

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Meeresmilben  wurden  an  6  Stationen  gefunden,  allerdings  in  sehr  ge- 
ringer Zahl,  da  auf  jede  Stelle  nur  1  Exemplar  kam.  Es  scheint,  als  ob 
dieselben  in  diesen  Küstengebieten  tatsächlich  wenig  zahlreich  wären,  da 
auch  eine  Durchsuchung  von  Fangrückständen  aus  13  Stationen,  die  mir 
besonders  günstig  erschienen,  trotz  sorgfältigster  Analyse  nur  3  Individuen 
ergab. 

Von  den  6  Milben  waren  5  Halacariden,  1  eine  Hydrachnide ;  2  Arten 
(in  3  Individuen)  waren  neu:  Ilalacarus  australensis  und  Pontarachna 
denhami.  Die  3  übrigen  Exemplare  gehörten  2  Arten  {Halacarus  panopae 
LoHM.,  Agaue  Mrsuta  Trouess.)  an,  die  an  den  Küsten  des  Warmwasser- 
gebietes der  Ozeane  eine  weite  Verbreitung  haben  und  schon  früher  von 
mir  für  die  Südost-Küste  Australiens  nachgewiesen  sind.  Halacarus  panopae 
kommt  außerdem  auf  den  Kapverden  und  an  der  brasilianischen  Küste, 
Agaue  hirsuta  im  Mittelmeer  vor. 

Da  sämtliche  Fundorte  in  der  Sharks  Bay  und  bei  Geraldton  (Champion 
Bay,  den  Abrolhos-Inseln  gegenüber)  liegen,  konnten  Arten,  die  auf  das 
südliche  Mischgebiet  kalten  und  warmen  Wassers  hinwiesen,  auch  kaum 
erwartet  werden.  Etwas  anderes  wäre  es  bei  Funden  im  Fremantle-Bezirk 
gewesen.  Auch  die  Gattung  Pontarachna  scheint  auf  das  Gebiet  des 
warmen  Wassers  beschränkt  zu  sein. 

Pontarachna  denhami  ii.  sp.

Wie  ich  in  der  Bearbeitung  der  Meeresmilben  der  Deutschen  Süd- 
polarexpedition (Ergebnisse,  Bd.  9;  Zoologie,  Bd.  1,  p.  370)  zeigte,  zerfällt 
die  Gattung  Pontarachna  Phil,  in  zwei  Artgruppen,  die  durch  den  Bau  des 
Capitulums  wesentlich  voneinander  abweichen  und  nach  den  Hauptarten 
als  Punctulum-  und  Ter^es^ma-Gruppe  bezeichnet  werden  können. 

Die  Unterschiede  sind  kurz  folgende:  Pontarachna  (P.-Gr.)  punctulum 
ScHAUB.  hat  ein  zwischen  die  Hüftplatten  vollständig  verstecktes,  über 
die  Körperfläche  nicht  vortretendes  Capitulum,  das  aber  sehr  kräftig  ent- 
wickelte Maxillartaster  und  Mandibeln  besitzt.  Erstere  übertreff'en  die  Beine 
an  Dicke,  letztere  sind  wie  bei  der  Mehrzahl  der  Hydrachniden  kurz,  aber 
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kräftig  gebaut  und  mit  einem  sichelförmigen  Endgliede  versehen.  Bei 
Tontarachna  (T.-Gr.)  tergesüna  Schaub.,  Lacnzei  Mon.,  capensis  Lohm. 
springt  hingegen  das  Capitulura  schnabelförmig  ventralwärts  vor,  die 
Taster  sind  dünner,  als  die  Beine,  und  vor  allem  die  Mandibeln  von  einer 
extremen  Schlankheit  und  Länge,  so  daß  sie  in  zurückgezogener  Lage  weit 
nach  hinten  in  den  Rumpf  hineinragen.  Insbesondere  ist  das  sonst  nur 
ganz  kurze  Endglied  bei  diesen  Formen  zu  einer  langen,  dünnen,  an  der 
lanzettförmigen  Spitze  fein  gezähnten  Spange  umgewandelt. 

Unsere  Art  gehört  der  Pundulum-Gru\:)])e  an,  die  bisher  nur  aus  dem 
Mittelmeerbecken  bekannt  geworden  war. 

Ihre  Diagnose  ist  folgende : 

Die  Beine  und  die  Maxillartaster  sind  schlanker  als  bei  P.  punctulum, 
und  an  den  Beinen  treten  die  ventralen  Dornen  viel  weniger  stark  hervor,

sind  aber  ganz  zart  gefiedert.  Auch  finden  sich  am  distalen  Ende  des  4.  und 
5.  Beingliedes  einige  lauge  und  feine  Schwimmborsten.  Besonders  fällt  die 
Schlankheit  der  beiden  letzten  Tastergiieder  auf.  An  den  Krallen  der  Beine 
ist  die  äußere  Zinke  nur  ganz  schwach,  die  mittlere  bei  weitem  am  stärksten 
entwickelt,  während  bei  P.  punciulum  alle  3  Zinken  nahezu  gleich  stark 
ausgebildet  sind.  Vor  allem  aber  sind  die  Hüftplatten  abweichend  gestaltet, 
indem  von  den  beiden  hinteren  Fortsätzen  der  4.  Epimere  der  mediale 
nur    schwach    und   dünn,    dei'    laterale   zwar   kräftig  entwickelt,    aber  nicht 
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auswärts,  sondern  einwärts  gebogen  ist.  Die  Genitalöffnung  des  d  ist  von 
zahllosen,  kurzen  Börstchen  umstanden,  die  bogenförmig  rechts  und  links 
einen  borstenfreien  Hof  begrenzen.  Es  wurde  nur  1  Exemplar  gefunden, 
dessen  Rumpf  680  /li  lang  war ;  die  Art  übertrifft  dabei-  alle  anderen  Arten 
der  Gattung  ganz  erheblich  an  Größe.

Stellung  einnimmt  wie  jene  beiden  Arten  unter  der  Fabricius-Gruip^e.  Im 
übrigen  ist  die  Panzerung  kräftig,  stark  strukturiert,  auf  der  hinteren  Dorsal- 
platte treten  2  Längsbänder  scharf  hervor,  während  die  vordere  Dorsalplatte 
durch  3  buckeiförmige  Erhebungen  ausgezeichnet  ist.  Die  Bänder  weichen 
Integumentes  zwischen  den  Panzerplatten  sind  nur  sehr  schmal.  Die 
kräftigen  Beine  sind  ohne  lamellöse  Verbreiterungen  und  Gelenkscheiden ; 
auf  der  Beugefläche  des  5.  Gliedes  des  1.  Beinpaares  steht  distal  ein  Paar 
großer,  kräftiger,  langer  Dornen,  hinter  denen  proximalwärts  noch  2  feine, 
dünne  Borsten  folgen.  Die  Krallen  entbehren  des  Kammes,  tragen  aber 
einen  kleinen  Nebenzahn.  Abgesehen  von  der  Form  des  Hypostoms,  wird 
die  Art  aber  noch  ganz  besonders  gekennzeichnet  durch  die  außer- 
ordentliche Länge  der  Maxillartaster,  durch  die  sie  von 
allen  bis  jetzt  bekannten  Halacarus-Arten  sich  sofort 
unterscheidet.  Sie  führt  dadurch  die  für  die  Untergattung  Copido- 
gnatkus  charakteristische  Schlankheit  der  Taster  und  vor  allem  des  letzten 
Tastergliedes  zur  extremsten  Höhe.  Das  Endglied  ist  länger  als  alle 
übrigen  Glieder  zusammen  und  reicht  weit  über  das  distale  Ende  des 
vorletzten  Gliedes  des  1.  Beingliedes  nach  vorn.  Das  Hypostom  überragt 
mit  seiner  Spitze  das  vorletzte  Tasterglied.  Die  beiden  Exemplare,  die  mir 
vorlagen,  waren  $  und  460 — 530  in  lang.

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Dans  cette  seconde  partie  nous  parlerons  d'abord  de  quelques  especes, 
retrouvees  dans  les  recoltes  de  MM.  W.  Michaelsen  et  R.  Hartmeyer 
et  appartenant  ä  des  familles  etudiees  dans  la  premiere  partie,  deux  d'entre 
elles  sont  interessantes  au  point  de  vue  de   la  Classification  des  Araneae: 

Le  nouveau  genre  Trachytrema  est  voisin  du  genre  si  ambigu  Trachy- 
cosmus  que  nous  n'avions  rattache  qu'avec  doute  au  groupe  des  Hemi- 
cloeinae  (Hist.  nat.  Ar.,  I,  p.  347),  il  fait  presque  le  passage  de  ce  genre 
aux  Hemicloea  vrais  et  confirme  la  place  (lue  nous  lui  avions  donnee  un 
peu  par  Intuition. 

Le  genre  Cenjerda  offre  tous  les  caracteres  des  Myandra  et  Molycria 
sauf  en  ce  qui  concerne  les  filieres,  qui  sont  apicales,  petites  et  rapprochees 
conime  celles  des  Micaria;  le  groupe  anormal  des  Molycria,  pour  lequel 
nous  avons  propose  une  sous-famille  (Ire  partie  p.  442),  se  trouve  ainsi 
reliee  doublement  aux  Cluhionides  ordinaires,  d'une  part  i)ar  les  Sphingius, 
d'autre  part  par  les  Ceryerda. 

La  sous-famille  des  Selenopinae  est  representee  par  le  Selenops  austra- 
liensis  L,  Koch,  qui  se  trouve  aussi  dans  l'Australie  Orientale,  on  sait  que 
les  especes  de  ce  genre  ont  en  general  de  vastes  habitats. 

L'etude  d'une  serie  d'especes  des  sous-familles  Ctenmae  et  Liocraninae 
a  modifie  nos  idees  sur  les  limites  et  la  repartition  en  groupes  secondaires, 
de  ces  deux  sous-familles. 

Nous  avons  vu  deux  especes  du  genre  Ärgoctenus  L.  Koch  et  pu 
reconnaitre  que  ce  genre  n'etait  point  synonyme  de  Miturgiua,  comme  nous 
le  pensions,  il  en  resulte  que  la  diagnose  que  nous  en  avons  donnee, 
d'apres  Miturgina  vittata  E.  S.,  de  Nouvelle-Caledonie,  est  completement  ä 
modifier  (Hist.  nat.  Ar.,  II,  p.  132);  Ärgoctenus  est  au  fond  plus  voisin  de 
Caloctenus  que  de  Miturgn. 

Deux  genres  nouveaux  Elassoctenus  et  Hestimodema  sont  assez  voisins 
des  Odo  et  le  second  offre  meme  certaius  caracteres  des  Zora  et  surtout 
des  Ctenomma.  D'un  autre  cote  les  Miturga  sont  relies  aux  Caloctenus  par 
les  Miturgina,  il  en  resulte  que  les  deux  groupes  Miturgeae  et  Zoreae,  que 
nous  rattachions  ä  la  sous-famille  des  Liocraninae,  nous  paraissent  au- 
jourd'hui  mieux  places  dans  celle  des  Cteninne  et  meme  que  certains  de 
leurs  genres,  tels  que  Ärgoctenus  et  Vulsor,  doivent  passer  dans  le  groupe 
des  Calocteneae. 
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La  sous-famille  des  Cteninae,  ainsi  modifiee,  comprendra  les  groupes 
Cieneae,  Äcantheae,  Calodeneae  (y  compris  Argoctenus  et  Vulsor),  Miturgeae 
et  Zoreae;  celle  des  Liocraninae  sera  reduite  aux  groupes  Liocraneae  et 
Phrurolitheae  (Micariosomateae) . 

La  famille  des  Ägelenidne  est  representee  par  le  vulgaire  Nicodamus 
bicolor  L.  Koch,  si  abondamment  repandu  dans  toute  rAustralie  et  par 
Uli  Desis  surtout  voisin  de  D.  marina  Hector,  de  N.  Zelande,  il  a  ete 
observe  dans  la  baie  d'Albany. 

Celle  des  Pisauridae  est  reduite  au  BoJomedes  faceius  L.  Koch,  tres 
largement  distribue  dans  toute  l'Aüstralie  et  nieme  la  Nouvelle-Zelande;  celle 
des  Lycosidae  est  beaucoup  plus  nombreuse,  ä  part  lespece  dominante, 
L.  Leucharti  Thorell,  aussi  indiquee  du  Queensland,  les  especes  nous  ont 
paru  toutes  differentes  de  Celles  de  l'Aüstralie  Orientale  et  comme  reprä- 
sentatives; l'une  d'elles  L.  miracula  E.  S.,  offre  le  caractere  exceptionnel 
d'avoir  quatre  dents  a  la  marge  inferieure  des  cheliceres,  mais  il  faut  dire 
(lue  le  Dr.  L.  Koch  ne  parle  par  de  Farmature  des  cheliceres  pour  les 
nombreuses  especes  qu'il  decrit,  cependant  avec  beaucoup  de  soin. 

Parmi  les  Salticidae  les  uns  sont  largement  distribues  dans  toute 
l'Aüstralie:  Breda  jovialis,  HolopJahjs  planissima ,  Ocrisiona  leucocomis 
L.  Koch  etc.;  d'autres  appartiennent  ä  des  genres  exclusivement  australiens: 
Astia,  Helpis,  Clynotis,  Servaea  etc. ;  d'autres  ä  des  genres  repandus  dans  le 
monde  entier :  Saitis,  Habrocestum,  mais  ceux-ci  sont  en  general  peu  carac- 
terises,  et  deviendront  peut-etre,  quand  ils  seront  mieux  connus,  les  types 
de  genres  speciaux ;  nous  n'en  decrivons  qu'un  seul  Adoxotoma,  qui  nous 
parait  faire  le  passage  du  groui)e  des  Astia  a  celui  des  Bogmocrypta.
